Sinee the promulgation of the 
Provisional Gharter in February, 
«1921, Canton has been governed by 
te Municipal Governinent througn 

Ioxccutive Council, composed of 
the Mayor nnd the Commissioners 
of the different. bureaux. The 
Mayor directs and supervises the 
affairs of the Municipnl Governu- 
ment and acts as Chairman of the 
Executive Council. The Commis- 
sioners represent the following 
bureaux: Finance, Public Works, 
Public Safety, Public Health, 
ublic Utilities, Education, Lana, 
and Social Reform. 

There is also the Municipal Ad- 
visory Council, representing the 
citizens ag nn advisory body to the 
Municipal Executive Council, and 
its functlons are chiefly to submit 
to the Executive Council petitions 
from the'people and to examine the 
works of the different burenux. 

In addition to the above, there 
[are other agencies sct up by the 
Municipality, namely, the City 
Planning Commission, the Pur- 
chasing Department, the Municipal 
Rank, and the Charitable Institu- 
tion for the Poor. 


Canton’s Revenue. 


The main sources: of municipal 
revenue are. taxes and fees of all 
sorts, fines and impositions, 
amounting annually to about 
$6,500,000, while the expenditure | 
is abnut -$7,000,000. (These are | 


average figures for the’ last two 
years.) The tax per capita in Can- 
ton is thus about $7, which is far 
below that of American cities 
where the municipal tax per capite 
is from $30 to $60, 

The most impressive sign of pro- 
gress in Canton to-day is the num- 
bet of wide and well-Inid roads 
with asphalt surface. Under the 
scheme matured by the Burean of 
Public Works, Cantén will have, 
befere long, 61 malooa (roads), 
besides minor streets and alleys. 
Tho construction of these maloos 
is divided into three stages, thelr 

vtal length will be, about 240,000 
ft and the cost. about $9,640,000 
Canton currency. For the subur- 
ban towns and villages there is a 
further scheme to lay out 85 malons, 
with a total length of 660,000 ft. 


“ cargo, with a view to stving ex- 
tenses and delays, the Municipal 
Government has long felt the neces- 
sity of constructing: ' an interior 
harbour. Accordingly a site was 
chosen Inst year, namely, Chow 
"ow-tau, at the north end of Honam 
‘sland, opposite Shameen. The 
barbour scheme provides for the 
-eclamation of an area of about 
11,000 ft., the construction of a new 
‘uind of 4,800 ft, and the building’ 
of several warchouses and wharves. 
The total cost of the undertaking 
will be $1,671,600 Canton currency. 
When thls work Js completed, the 
Canton-Hongkong boats, now berth- 
‘ng at the Canton aside, ‘will more 
than likely be requested to move off 
to the new Honam wharves. 


Suspension Bridge. 


This scheme was thought | out 
some twelve years ago, but it was 
not till the end of 1928 that a con- 
tract was entered into between tho 
Municipal Government ahd the firm 
of Andersen, 


the Wai Sun Road, on the Canton 


; Bund, to the other side of Honam, 


at n cost of $1,300,000 Hongkong 
currency. The bridge will be 600 
{t. long, with a centre path 40 ft 
wide for motor traffic, and a 10 
foot path oa both sides for pedes- 
triana.

recommend to the King such pro- 
cedure na they think fit.

Labour Election Policy. 


The.Labour Party is actively pre- 
paring for a bitter fight, and their 
vlection policy hns been outlined in 
a series of resolutions approved by 
the National Exceutive for submis- 
sion to the annual conference of 
the Labour Party, which is veing 
held at, Scarborough next week. 

The resolutions oppose tariffs, 
condemn any fresh attempt to force 
sterling back to the gold standard, 
and pledge the Party to reverse the 

Government's unemployment policy. 

Further planks in the Labour 
blitform include a demand for the 
public control of the whole financial 
system of the country, Includiniz 
the Bank of England; the nationa- 
Kxation of the mining industry and 
public monopolics; ant in atlvanc- 
ed programme of disarmament and

i RESERVES : 


Figures Revealed In House 
of Commons? 


London, Sept. 29. 

A number of questions in the 
House of Commons bearing on 
various aspects of tho economic 
situntion were answered om behalf 
of the Chancellor of Exchequer 

It was stated that total monetary 
yold in United States on 9th Sep- 
tember was 5,000 million dollars, 
neluding some 350 milion dollars 
estimated to be in active circula- 
tion. 

The increase since June 10th.: 
wns G $197,000,000. + 

French gold reserves on 18th 
September were 68,575 millon 
francs, an increase of 2,060 mil- 
Hons since 19th June. The total 
gold held by the two countrics 
was thus 7,296 million dollara, or 
£1,499,000,000 nt pur, and had in- 
creased in three months by 277 
million dollars or 67 million 
pounds, °. 

Tho total monetary gold in the 
world may be estimated at nearly 
12,000 million dollara, so that 
these two countries hold just over 
60 per cent. of it. :

A fine of $30 was imposed, 
This after a hooligan, on Friday, 
two days after the’ anti-Japanese 
disturbances had begun, had been 
let off with a fine of $5, a penalty 
which might have been set as a 
standard but for the intervention 
of an A. S. P, Commonsense would 
have dictated heavy penalties in 
riot casca at once, and also in the 
case of the: peace-mnker, dismissal 
with « caution. We have been ap- 
Pealing to the Chinese public to 
stand by authority. The leaders 
of the Chinese community have 
sought to calm the unrest in one 
way or another. A Chinese clerk 
thought to throw his weight on the 
side of law and order, and was 
heavily mulcted becnuse he did not 
realise that there is a right-and a 
wrong way of doing things.

CHINA’S PROTEST. 


REPLY TO NOTE FROM 
MR. STIMSON. 


Nanking, Sept. 28. 

The reply, dated September 27, 
addressed by Dr. C. T. Wang te 
Mr. Stimson, United States Secre- 
tary of State is as follows; 

“The Chinese Government — re- 
ceived yesterday afternoon a com: 
munication fra the Amer 
Covernment reysarding the present 
situation in China, tranamitted 
from) Pekings by the Amerbun 
Minister te Chinn 

“The Chinese Government and 
the Chinese people are pratified to 
learn that the Government and the 
people of the United Stat 
ing themselves much int 
the situation created in 
the vetion of the Japanese troops, 
desire that the principles and nio- 
thodsa of peace instead of armed 
force should be used in the rela. 
tions between China and Japan aa 
between any other civilized states. 
It is the conviction of the Chinese 
Government that in addressing its 
notes to the Chinese and Jnpanere 
Governments the American Gov- 
ernment has been prompted by an 
earnest. desire to uphold, a4 one of 
the Siirnalory Powers, the sanctity 
of those International —trenties. 
particularly the treaty for the 
Renunciation of War, signed in 
Paris jin 1928, which bind the 
parties not to have recourse to war, 
but to the use of pacific means in 
their rekitions with one another. 


Trampled Under Foot. 


“As the result of the aggressive 
moyements of the Japanese troops, 
our territory hud been invaded, our 
cities and towns have been occupi- 
ed, and in certain cases our public 
officers and innocent citizens have 
heen injured. insulted, and = mur- 
dered, Bven on the very day 
when the American Government 
despatched its idchtic notes to the 
Chinese and Japanese . Governe 
ments, advising restraint fron fur- 
ther hostilities, the Chinese pas- 
songer trains carrying refurrees to 
Peking from oe (the Peking. 
Mukden Railway) were attacked 
by bombs and machine-gun fire 
from Japanese acronlafies, which 
resulted in many casualties. 
Thos, while the Japinese Govern- 
ment declares it han taken all 
measures to prevent agyravation 
of the situaion and that Japa ° 
troops will forthwith be with- 
drawn from occupied areas, fresh 
acts of war are still being com- 
mitted by the Japanese troops. 
In spite of such circumstances the 
entire Chinese nation has been ex- 
horted to‘ maintain a dignified 
calm, in the belief that the delin- 
quent party will render full ac- 
count for its wanton acts to all 
civilized states, under the prin- 
ciple of the sanctity of interna- 
tional treaties and for the mnin- 
tenance of peace.

the guidance of the returned 
studenta from Furone and America 
all forthe ot it—ot hi 
vitizens and-the prestige of the 
Kwangtung province. 


Canton’s Future... . 


Being u Cantonese myself, that 
is my only excuse ff I should be 
tempted to overtouch the picture of 
the Cantor of to-morrow. ‘-Though 
the future is in the Ipaps of tho 
gods, sti, one may be Justified in 
ovstulating that if cdrtain things 
do happen of s nature with which 
we ara familiar in practical life, 
then-certain results will follow in 
the ordinary course of events. 


Now, it is the ambition of the 
Contonese to make their city into 
4 Greater Canton. Any one who 
saw Canton nt decade ago and sees 


the ability of the Municipat Govern- 
ment to attain that goal within te 
years hence, if not earlier, In fact, 
the way that Improvements have 
gone on in recent yenrs, and the 
generat sigus of municipal affluence, 
despite inces#ant civil warfare, 
tend to indicate that Greater Can- 
ton ig alrendy in the making. 


Whampoa Harbour. 


One of the pet dreams of tha 
Kuomintany Leader, the late Dry 
Sun Yat-sen, was the development 
of Whampoa Harbour and the deen 
ening: of the Pearl River, so 
that vessels of heavy tonnage might 
eailtup to the Whampoa docks, and 
that by establishing a direct ship- 
ping service with foreiga countries 
Canton should become the Great 
Southern Port and the centre of 
commeree oof the Souths That 
dream Is, to-day, shared by all the 
Cantonese. The renlisution of it 
may take time, but it de bound to 
eventuate some day or other; for 
the people and the Municipal Gove 
ernment have cet Ubeir minds to 
compass it at the Jirat opportuty, 
The Whampoa scheme is, however, 
n costly enterprise. -about $40,000,- 
000 EL. K. currency—but it is a 
sound and paying proposition, one 
on which Canton can borrow the 
money, if net fren abroad, from 
China. 

There has been some talk of 
inaking Tong Ka-wan the port for 
Canton, but it is the opinian of 
competent engineers that Whampoa 
is, without question, the — logical 
anchorage for Canton, and there- 
fure only through ifs development 
cun Canton ever hope to become the 
great Southern Port. 


.Yuet-Han Railway. 


_ The Yuct-Han Railway is equally 
ais important as the, Whampoa Har- 
bour to Canton. The comptetion 
of the line from Hankow to Can- 
ton—an event that may take: place 

‘fn five yeara or less—will increase 
‘the trade of Canton tremendously. 
The products of far-off Szechuen, 
Hupeh, Hunan, and Southern 
Kiangasi, destined for southern con- 
sumption or for export, will take 
rail in preference to boat, vin 
Shanghai, on it will mean. a saving 
of between five and seven. days, 
and avoiding several handlings and 
incidental losses und damages. And 
the same is true for imports going 
by rail from Canton to Hankow Tor 
distribution to central and north- 
western provinces. But, in order 
to speed up the freight und pas- 
‘wenger services, it will be necessary 
to link up the line with the Canton- 

Kowloon Railway, so that trains 
from the north may run direct to 
Whampon docks, .. 

Now, with the development of 

Whampoa Harbour on one’ hand, 
und with the completion of the 


Yuent-Han Railway on tho oth: 
does not take much ithagination to 
‘foresee that Canton will become the 
lending port in the South, and per- 
haps the largest clty—which . 

s-untibrecentiy—o: 0 
coast. 


Manufacturing Centre. 


Canton In on tho eve 6f-becoming 
a manufacturing centre of the 
South. ‘Two things will force her 
to it: the high import tariff ind 
cheap coal fucl. Tho high prices of 
Imported articles are beyond the 
purchnaing power-of the masses, 
and during the Inst six ‘months 
many smail factories have pro- 
duced articles, which, though in- 
ferlor to the European makes, find 
rendy solen on account of their 
chenpness,, and with. the lower 
classes quality docsot count. But 
theso . factories are — severcly 
handicapped on account of the high 
price of conl, selling in Canton at 
2 - rherd-fo—not_much 
advance or expansion can be ex- 
pected of them until they can obtain 
cheaper fuct. This they will got as 
soon as the Lokchong-Shiukwan 
section of the Yuct-Han Railway ts 
completed, say, within two yenrs 
from now. ‘ sestion will tap 
the rich coal fields of Pinshek, the 
quality ef which coal compares 
favourably with Welsh con}. The 
coal can be sold in Canton for $6 
n ton, and in Hongkong $7 a tou, 
providing there is no export tax. 


When Canton gets her cheap coal, 
she will undoubtedly — establish 
cotton and woollen mills to supply 
the markets in South China, and 
in Central and North-wert China 
when the Yuet-Han Rail js entirely 
linked up. Chinese merchants in 
Shanghai have lately organised a 
woollen mill company, with a 
cenpital of Tla.3,000,000, Early this 
year there was much talk among 
the Cantonese merchants of start- 
‘ing a similar industry, and as there 
is considernble liquid cash among 
them, one mv look forward to its 
enrly materialization, 


The Deciding Factor. 


Now, all that I have said of the 
future of Canton will depend upon 
one all-important factor—the mlli- 
tnrista. If they should agree 
among, themselves that peace, and 
not war, shall again prevail in 
China, then the destiny of Can- 
ton ix assured, and Shdnghat will 
hive to watch ‘her step, 18 the any- 
ing ts, if whe Is to retain her com- 
mercial supremacy in China; but 
on the other hand, if they do not 
see eye to eye with the people, that 
the most urgent, pressing, and vital 
need of Chinn to-day is peace, then 
all T ean say is that things in Can- 
ton will stil! follow "the even tenor 
of theirway.” But events which 
have happened recently and beyond 
the controt of China, will bring 
about what for years the Chinese 
politiclans have talked about and 
struggled for, what the armies of 
China have fought and sacrificed 
their manhood for, and what the 
Chinese people have longed and 
suffered for in silenco.and patience 
—pence and the unification of 
Chinn. The dove of pence is at 
present fluttering In. the Colony, 
and I think this 
be able to elude capture. Gentle- 
men, I thank you for your very kind 
attention. 


A Correct Prediction.- 


In‘ expressing _the ‘thanks of 
Rotarians to Mr. Lee Fong, Mr. 
Chau Yue-teng said, with regard to 
Canton's past; that the city had 
greatly changed in the last few 
veurs. With regard to the future, 
he thought Mr. Lee's prediction was 
right, that Canton would become 
one of the biggest centres in South 
China. .
